be described today as after the 
event. It was stated today that 
some of the Governor's most inti- 
mate friends will be here tomorrow 
to witness his inauguration, among 
them being Tom Hughes, the veteran 
politician of Los Angeles, who han- 
died his campaign south of the 
Tehachepl. 

While the Governor has allowed it 
to be understood that he is strongly 
in favor of a poli that will ma- 
terially decrease t running ex- 
penses of the State he has not yet 
made clear his programme for ac- 
complishing such an end. It is ex- 
pected that his message wil! clarify 
his position upon this most un- 
portant issue. He finally secured 
the solid support of his own county 
delegation by assuring the fifteen 
Agsembiymen from there that he 
would work with them in the inter- 
eat of economy and they are anxious 
to find out just how far he will be 
willing to £0. ‘ 

TO RETRIEVE FAT JODS. 

Immediately after the Governor 
Gefines his position steps will be 
taken to bring about some retrench- 
ments and because they will neces- 
warily many holders of fat jobs 
hack to private life it is to .be ex- 
pected the le will be vigorously 
epposed. Whether the Governer 
will boldly suppert such measures 
remains to be seen. 

Assembiyman Wickham of Her- 
mosa Beach, is determined to submit 
a few bills that will make a stir 
amonme the office holders.

Former President Passes Away Pain- 
lessly While Sleeping; Funeral 
Tomorrow to be Simple.

OYSTER BAY (N. 1.) Jan. 6.—Col. Theodore Roosevelt, twenty-sixth 
President of the United States, who died at his home on Sagamore Hin 
early today, will be laid to rest, without pomp or ceremony, in Young's 
Memorial Cemetery in this village Wednesday afternoon. He will be bur- 
ied or a nol! overlooking Long Island Sound, „ plot which he and Mrs. 
Roosevelt selected soon after he left the White House. In the worde of 
the clergyman who will conduct the funeral service, “America’s most 
typical American,” known in every corner of the earth, will go to his

church, conducted by the rector, the 
Rev. George E. Talmage. 

The church, founded in 1705 and 
rebuilt in 1878, will accommodate 
leas than 500 persons, so admittance 
will be by card only. These cards, 
it was announced, will be issued 
from the colonels office in New 
York and will be given only to rela- 
tives and intimate friends. 
WORLD EXPRESSES GRIEF. 
Cablegrams and telegrams of con- 
dolence from fellow-countrymen of 
high and low degree and distin- 
guished citizens of many nations 
poured into Oyster Bay tonight by 
the hundred. All exptess heartfelt 
riet at the passing of a great man 
and deepest sympathy for Mrs. 
Roosevelt, always devoted to her dis- 
tinguished husband and one of his 
most trusted advisers. 

The widow is bearing up bravely 
under the shock of his sudden death, 
coming so soon after that of their 
youngest son, Lieut. Quentin Roose 
velt, who lost his life In a battle with 
a German airman last July. 
Tue death of Col. Redosevelt is be- 
lieved by physicians attending him 
te have been hastened by i § grief 
over Quentin's death, coupled with 
anxiety over the serious wounds 
Roosevelt 


was wounded. He hid his suffering 
from the world, however, in the hope 
that he might set an example for 
other fathers and mothers who had 
given their sons to the nation. 

To the last, Col. Roosevelt had 
been preac! ‘ng “Americanism” and 
few realized that his health had been 
shattered. It was believed the rugged 
constitution which had stood in such 
good stead through % many years 
of “strenueus” life would not fail 
him and that he would regain his 
usual health. His messages of late, 
however, had been delivered through 
the medium of editorials or public 
statements instead of as addresses. 

SHOCK TO NEIGHBORS. 

Even to his neighbors in Oyster 
Hhy it seemed impossible that life 
had ended so suddenly for the Rough 
Rider hero of Spanish War days; the 
statesman Who as Governor of New 
York and President had wielded the 
“big stick“ go fearlessly; the big 
game hunter of tropical! jungles: the 
citizen who preached preparedness 
long before his country entered the 
world conflict. 

Apparentiy neither Col. Roosevelt 
nor his wife had any foreboding 
that death so soon would still his 
active mind and body. It was only 
yesterday that Mra. Roosevelt sent 
a letter to Charles Stewart Davison, 
chairman of the general Citizens’ 
Cuan mittee appointed to welcome re- 
turning soldiers in New York, an- 
nouncing that the colone! would ac- 
cept the honorary chairmagship of 
the committee. 

“The rheumatiem has invaded Col. 
Roosevelt's right hand,” wrote Mrs. 
Roosevelt. “so he wants me to write 
that he has telegraphed his accept- 
ance. This note is to assure you that 
he will be at your service by spring- 
time.”

FEAR BOLSHEVIKI MAY. 
OVERRUN ALL GERMANY 


GREAT DANGER LIES IN SHUT- 
TING DOWN INDUSTRIES, 
SAY DIPLOMATS.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. — Com- 
menting on reports of fears in Great 
Britain of the spread of Bolshevism 
in Germany, State Department of- 
ficials sald today the great danger 
flay in shutting off industry. Closing 
of German factories either by lack 
of materials or markets, they said, 
would ferce thousands of men into 
idieness and inevitably lead to Bol- 
sheviem, and, with industry at a 
standstill, the Allies might es well 
give up all hope of collecting any 


indemnity. 
A Berlin report that a Polish army 


was marching on the German cap- 
ital was denied today by the Polish 
bureau. The report was instigated 
for propaganda purposes, a state- 
ment by the bureau said, as “Poland 
is the prize Germany seeks.” 

The bureau said that in German 
Poland the people are setting their 
house in order to resist Russian and 
German Bolsheviem,.” and to that 
end heve created a local militia. This 
the Germans seek to hinder, it was 
said, 

Plans for an extensive propaganda 
campaign against the spread of Bol- 
sheviem es a part of the post-war 
work of the National Security 
League were discussed today by Col. 
Charles F. Lydecker, president of 
the league, before the special House 
committee Investigating activities of 
the organization during the last 
Congressional 

Asked by Representative Reavis of 
Nebraska if he believed Bolshevik 
ideas were general in Congress, Col. 
Lydecker said he thought not. 
“What I fear,” he said, “is that 
Bolshevik ideas will so spread among 
the laboring class of the country, 
unless it is stopped, that industrial 
unrest will be caused.” 

The Bolshevik menace, he added. 
was more local than national, dor 
he belleved there were enough at- 
fected jocalities to warrant nation- 
al action. 

Questions by Mr. Reavis regard 
ing future activities of the league 
drew a protest from the witness. 
“Everything the league has done 
or expects to do in the future has 
been entirely above board,” he rr 
“and the league wants to conceal 
nothing. Yet this committee was 
appointed to investigate activities of 
the league in the past alone, and I 
do not believe this questioning about 
our future plans is necessary.”

MILAN, Jan. 5.—Presi- 
dent Wilson journeyed from Rome 
to Milan today, stopping at Genoa 
en route. There he was greeted by 
hundreds of thofsands, who ac- 
claimed him in the most extravagant 
terms and even attempted to kiss 
his hand or clothing as he passed 
through the dense crowds surging 
and buffeting about him. 

Mr. Wilson's visit of three hours 
in Genoa was marred by a tropical 
downpour of rain, which drenched 
the President and all his party. The 
streets ran rivers and a gale snapped 
the flagstaffs.

MILAN ADDRESS. 
May I not say to you as the 
representative of this great city 
that ft is impossible for me to 
put into words the impressions 


dentiy coming from the heart, 
hae been profoundly moving to 
me. Sir, and I have not failed 
to see the significance of that 
welcome, You have yourself 
referred to it. 

“Il am as keenly aware, I be- 
lieve, Sir, as anybody can be 
that the socia] structure rests 
upon the great working classes 

the world and these 


working classes in several coun- 
tries of the world have by their 
consciousness of community of 
interest, by their consciousness 
of community of spirit, done 
perhaps more than any other 
influence has to establish a 
world opinion, which is not of 
a nation, which is not of a con- 
tinent, but is the opinion, one 
might gay, of mankind; and I 
am aware, Sir, that those of us 
now charged with the very 
great and serious responsibility 
of concluding peace, must think, 
act and confer tn the presence 
of this opinion—that we are not 
masters of the fortunes of anv 
nation, but are the servants of 
mankind: that it is not our 
privilege to follow special inter- 
ests, but it is our manifest duty 
to study only the general inter- 


est. 

“This is a solemn thing, Sir. 
and here in Milan, where I know 
that so much of the pulse of 
internationa®? sympathy beats, I 
am glad to stand up and say that 
I believe that that pulse beats 
alec in my own veins and that 
I am not thinking of a particu- 
lar settlement. 

‘Iam very much touched to- 
day, Sir, to receive at the hands

That the courses offered in min- 
tary science, etc., by the corps be 
compulsory for the fret two years of 
the student's college career and elec- 
ve the last two; 

That credit be given for previous 
military training.

In fact, 
there was not much in there to make 
him happy. Notwithstanding his op- 
timistic assertions, made time and 
again, that both houses are lined up 
strongly for his programme, he 
knows that there is some question as 
to the result in the Senate. 

SENATE IN DOUBT. 


That no gttempt will be made to 
change the complexior of the lower 
house is certain, but it will be an- 
ferent in the Senate. There the 
boasted majority is only two, and 
the big interests who are opposed 
to making California another Sahara, 
thereby ruining millions of dollars 
worth of vineyards and crippling 
gather industries, feel confident they 
will be able te convince a majority 
that California does not want abso- 
lute prohipition. 

Dr. Gandter has stated that he 
will not oppose an open discussion 
of the ovestion, and this will be de- 
manded by the wets. In fact, they 
win task that no time limit be set 
upon speeches, and if this is granted 
the speakers will debate the ques- 
tien until some time next week. It 
is expected that representatives of 
the grape and wine industries from 
all parts of the State, big hotel men 
and other business men of Los An- 
geles and San Francisco, many bank 
ere and others will be present, and 
al) of their arguments will be made 
In the Senate. 

After interviewing leaders of both 
sides, I would say thet there is a 
strong probability of the Senate re- 
fusing to ratify the amendment. 

Some of the wavering Senators wil! 
get plenty of arcuments that can be 
need in appeasing their conscience, 
if they have any. In the first place 
the average Senator takes the stand 
that he comes to Sacramento to rep- 
resent California as well as his own 
(istrict. If al) of them adhere to 
thie policy or line of reasoning they 
must cast their votes against ratifica- 
tion, for the people twice in two 
years have voted overwhelmingly 
against prohibition. 

The first time prohibition was de- 
feated by 150,000 and last fall by 
about 160,000. 

For a Senator to vote for prohibi- 
tion now he will vote against the ex- 
pressed wishes of the people. This 
assertion cannot be honestly denied, 
and this may be the “out” of a few 
Renators. 

California Democrats must be wise 
politicians. if nothing else. Ther 
realise that to get anything out of 
the present Legislature they must 
play ball with the administration, 
and yesterday their fourteen mem- 
bers of the Assembly received in- 
structions in a telegram from Ray 
Groves, secretary of the Democratic 
Central Committee, to vote solidly 
for N W. Wright for Speaker. Mr. 
Groves did not say that Mr. Wright 
was the man they particularly want- 
ed, but he advised the Assemblymen 
te leap upon the band wagon, which 
they did.

T THE outbreak of the war, France 
and Russia were pledged by published 
treaties to a policy of mutual support in 
case either was forced inte a defensive war- 
fare against the Central Powers. When 
Germany sent its ultimatum to Russia in 
July, 1914, President Poincare promptly or- 
dered the mobilization of the French army 
and navy. Mi addition to giving ald, 
the French government advanced to Its Slay 
ally loans aggregating $6.000,000,000. These 
loans were supplemented by purchases by 
French citizens of Russian imperial 
ties, totaling $5,000,000,000. For two a 
half years the Russian government kept 
faith with France. During that time more 
than 3,000,000 Russian troops were killed 
and nearly 2,000,000 others were taken pris- 
oner by the enemy. But just ‘when the 
Allfes were in the midst of their preparation 
for a great 1917 spring offensive a revolu- 
tion broke out in Russia. The Czar was de- 
posed and imprisoned and a group of Social- 
ists seized control of the government. 
Statements were promptly issued by the 
new regime, declaring that the revolution 
was necessary because the Czar and his 
government were plotting to @ a secrot 
treaty, with Germany. Th report was 
generally accepted both in Russia and by 
the Allied peoples. Revelations made 
within the last year, however, tend to show 
that the charge of treachery to the Allies 
by the Czar was but a pretext of the So- 
clalists to overthrow the existing govern- 
ment. It has been proven that the revolu- 
tion was finknced by German money and 
that most of the propaganda was printed in 
Germany. The new govelnment, headed by 
the Socialist adventwrer, Kerensky, pledged 
support to the Allie cause, but the support 
never materialized. The Socialistic the- 
ories concerning finances and the manage. 
ment of the army worked so badly in prac. 
tice that Kerensky soon found himself with 
a bankrupt treasury and no ermy. So rap 
a collapse pf a first-class power was then 
without Hel, but t has sinte been 
equalled by. the break-up of Austria and 
Germany. 


8 OON the Kerensky t was 

overthrown new party known as 
the Bolsheviki, ich. means in Russian 
simply the “majority” This party was 
headed by a German adventurer and So- 
cialist, who called himself Trotzky td con- 
ceal from the Russians his racial origin, 
and by Nikola Lenne, a Russian Nihilist 
who dreamed of a government controlled 
solely by those who work with their hands, 
of a confiscation of all private property and 
the elimination of all members of soctety 
but the proletariat. Among the first acts 
of the Wolsheviki were a renediation of 
Russia's acreement with the Ales, renwdél- 
ation of Russia's debt both to the Freach 
and Engligh governments and pecple and 
signing a separate peace with erm“. 
Germany was made a preferred creiitor and 
no German debts were rehudtate d. 


This treachery on the part of the Bolshe 


viki government gave the Central Powers 
a new lease of HMte and added immensely to 


the burden of the other Allies. But our. 


own country stepped into the breach and 
more than filled the gap caused by the 
Russian withdrawal. The world has beefi 
redeemed from military despotism without 
the ald of Russia, and the time has arrived 
when Russia must herself appear as a cul- 
prit before the bar of internatonal justice. 

France exacts ehh justice that the 
treaty obligations of the Russian govern- 
ment be fulfilled, and that its debts shall 
be discharged. There is a demand 
that those responsible for treachery of 
the Russian govera t to ber Allies shall 
be punished for perfidy. Great Brit- 
ain and Italy have abe suffered by Sasson 


| of the failure of Russia to fulfil her obligs- 


tions, though not to so great an extent as 
France. The British government advanced 
more than $1,000,000,000 to her Russian 
ally; British bankers advanced $3,000,000.- 
000 more; she sent ships into Russian wa- 
ters that were later turned over to Ger- 
many and she sent three divisions of her 
best troops to aid in the offensive promised 
by the Kerensky government. These men 
were betrayed miserably by the Russiang. 
On-half of them were killed or wounded in 
battle, some were captured and about half 
of one division fought ite way free of both 
Germans and SBolsheviki and returned 
home. ; 
Great Britain joins with France in 

manding that the loans made by the Brit- 
ish government and the British people 
shall be repaid by Russia. She joins also 
in calling tor the punishment of, those 
guilty of the treachery to the Allies: and 
the four great nations, France, Great Brit- 


ain, Italy and the United States, ex- 
pected to unite’ in the movement tb vo- 
store orderly government to Burope. 
IV. — 
Are the cry has raised ia 
this country by the old group 


that American troops cannot be used for 
an invasion of Russia, that it is a violation 
of the national Constitution. Viewed in 
the light of history, however, this argument 
seems far fetched. American troops are 
now fighting nobly against the Bolsheviki 
in Siberia and free government has not 
suffered thereby. Ample precedent may 
also be found in. the part taken by the 
United States to restore orderly govern- 
ment In China at the time of the Boxer re- 
bellion. In other words, Watts are not 
to be given a quit-claim deed to their 
stolen property and immunity for their 
atrocious crimes through any constitutional 
technicality. 

Russlas red government has committed 
sins against \civilization second only te 
those of the Hun. Before an enduring 
peace, based .on justice, can be established. 
both culprits must pay the penalty of their 
crimes. The desire of the free peoples of 
the world for peace is not so great that 
they will accept it at the price of pardon 
for thd Bolsheviki in Burope and their con- 
federates, the LW.W., in this country. 
Peace is desirable, but Justice must chmee 
first.

What has happened is 
what always happens under such 
conditions. It is what happens in 
all countries, in all societies, under 
all jurisdictions, political or spirit- 
ual. It is a case where nature has 
taken care of a confused situation 
a her own fashion. It wag fore- 
t that with the men of Northern 
France enlisted in the war and in 
large numbers slaughtered there 
must come a great void in the on- 
coming population. Not a bit of it— 
nature has looked after that. What- 
ever else may be lacking in North- 
ern France, there is no “biological

It had not occurred 
to us as a group of unofficial visitors 
and as guests of the British govern- 
ment that we owed anything In the 
way of formal attention to the 
French government: or indeed that 
it would be other than an intrusion 
to put ourselves in the way of notice 
at their hands. Rut we found that 
the courtesy of the French authori- 
tes ran in advance of our expecta- 
tions. We were bidden to an elab- 
orate luncheon with members of the 
ministry and later to a formal aud 
ence with President Polucafe. These 
were privileges truly. Nothing could 
have been more ¢elightful than the 
luncheon. French oratory. always 
charming, was at its best. The Pres- 
ident received us in the famous Ely- 
see Palace, vital in its historical sug- 
gestions and reminders. With the 
delicacy of the true Frenchman he 
spoke to us n our own language. 
While our visit was one of strict 
formality, be contrived to make it 
gracious and even cordial.
